March’s Palomar Amateur Radio Club meeting will feature a presentation by Oliver Dully, 
K6OLI. He will describe the use of Winlink over VARA on HF and VHF. VARA is both a 
highly efficient and an inexpensive way to utilize Winlink. VARA’s use is rapidly expanding 
on the amateur radio bands, especially in Emcomm circles. 


Oliver serves as District Emergency Coordinator for ARES LAX Northeast, which provides 
amateur radio communications backup for 911 receiving hospitals in northeastern Los 
Angeles County. Operators with ARES LAX Northeast use innovative technologies like 

Winlink with VARA HF, VARA FM, Packet and AREDN mesh, for example, to provide 
amateur radio solutions for the complex communications demands of medical facilities 
when commercial options may have been compromised. 


He is one of the initiators of the VARA FM Winlink Autobahn connecting Los Angeles and 
Ventura Counties. 


Oliver has authored several popular Winlink Quick Guides for Packet and VARA FM. 


He also coordinates the Winlink Did-you-feel-it (DYFI) project, a Winlink Development 
Team collaboration with the United States Geological Survey. In his role as Forms 
Manager for the Winlink Development Team Oliver coordinates the creation and 
management of Winlink forms. 


Oliver and Tran K6NHI live in Pasadena, CA.

Work on the $17,883.35 of the ARRL Grant PARC modernization project began. 
The project treasurer ordered $6706.93 the material needed for the project. All the 
materials have been received except the DB-18 StePpir antenna which s in transit. 


Because of the inclement weather on Palomar Mountain work on the site has been 
restricted. Two weekends between the snowstorms allowed completion of conduit and 
cable burial throughout the site. Now all the cables between the site buildings are weather 
and rodent protected. 

The team volunteers visited the site to determine the identify the location of the new tower 
as well as any tree cutting, or removal work needed. Such actions must be performed in 
compliance with National Forest regulations. 


Many of the tasks involving software integration of the modernized site began down here”, 
away from ice and snow. 

Integration of the SDR bank, web distribution to remotely controlled equipment and the 
WebSDR software to allow establishing the WebSDR services also began. If you want to 
see some of the features that will be available when the modernization is completed, please 
visit the WebSDR site K3FEF.com.
